The government 
seized a small quantity cf arms that the ene- 
mies had deposited ia a small house in Ave 
Maria Lane. 

The officii Diario, of the 26th, publishes' a 
list cf the church properties adjudicated up to 
that date, the value of which amounts to 
$6,783,492 94. 

The Mexican Extraordinary, a paper pub- 
lished in English in the city of Mexico, has 
published a letter from its correspondent at 
Granada, dated ISth August, suggesting to the 
government of Mexico an alliance with Gen. 
Walker. The points of the letter are that 
Mexico shall prevent Guatamala from obtain- 
ing in Mexico officers for the invasion of Ni- 
caragua; that the alliance with Nicaragua will 
be a defence to PVvico agdiast the designs of 
Spain; recommenas the appointment of a min- 
ister to Nicaragua; and intimates that if Mex- 
ico wishes to conquer Guatemala Gen. Walker 
might assist her in the enterprise. 

RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS. 

The river last evening was about at a stand, 
having risen 4£ inches altogether. The tele- 
graph reports it on a stand at Cincinnati also. 
The rise at Cincinnati has been 36 inches. 

The reliance is the mailboat for Cincinnati 
to-day and the Clifton is the Carrollton packet. 

The steamers Ella and Raven are expected 
to arrive trom below to-day. 

The Cincinnati Commercial, of yesterday, 
saysr 

The river has risen fully 12 inches since our 
last report, and the pilots say there will not be 
less than 30 inches to-day on the shoalest bars 
to Louisville. The rise is out of the Kanawha 
and Big Sandy. The Virginia Belle from the 
Kanawha Salines, Jas. Watt from Portsmouth, 
and Freighter arrived yesterday. The Virginia 
Belle left the Salines on Monday noon, on a 30- 
inch rise in tbe Kanawha, and falling. The A. 
W. Quarrier had arrived at Charleston and was 
to have left that point on Tuesday last for Cin- 
cinnati. Thr Ohio was rising from the mouth 
of Kanawha here. B g Sandy and Kanawha, 
however, were both falling at last accounts. 

The Pittsburg Journal, of Thursday, says: 

Last evening at twiiight there were 15 inches 
water by the metal mark, and rising slowly. 

Last night at quarter before 11 o'clock, the 
rain was pouring down in torrents. The pros- 
pect at this time is verry flattering for a suffi- 
cient rise to admit of steamboat navigation. 
We hope to be able to announce that important 
event before the rinse of the week. 

From this we consider it probable that there 
will be another ri e at Pittsburg. 

The Henry Lewit Soli.— Messrs. Eads at Nel- 
son, of St. Louis, have sold the Henry Lewis to 
parties on the Missouri river, and Capt. Chas.

Negro Insurrection in Abx »n-as — We 
learn from the Memphis papers ihat there is 
great excitement in Union county, Ark., on ac- 
count of the discovery ef a plot among the ne- 
groes to rise in rebellion on the 15th of this 
month. Fortunately the plot was discovered 
in time to prevent one of ttie most bloudy mas- 
sacres in the whole annals of insurrections. 
The plot was very extensive, and negroes who 
were taken up and made to confess, implicated 
others twenty miles off. 

Some of the negro3 say the rising was to 
take place the day "of the Preeiden' cl election. 
The men all being from home on that day, the 
plot was to nurder the women and childrei 
fir«t, and then attack the unarmed men at the 
polls. Several white men have been implicated, 
and notified to leave the countv in a given time, 
or be hung. The letter stares that on the Colo- 
rado the excitement 13 intense, anitbat several 
negroes have been hunt;- The not seems to 
have been very extensive, reach'irg ?i far as 
Texas.— St. Liuis Intel.

D. New York: D. Ap- 
pleton 6l Co. — We are altogether charmed with 
the plan and execution of this work, and, in- 
deed, with everything about it. It is singularly 
rich and fresh in material, correct and animated 
and graceful in style, tasteful and even elegant 
in form, and yet so inexpensive as to be Within 
convenient reach of the great body cf the peo- 
ple. In every respect, literary, scientific, po- 
litical, and typographical, it reflects signal 
eredit not alone upon those immediately con- 
cerned, but upon the country in whose service 
it is produced. It is beyond all question the 
book cf the season. 

The introduction presents a rapid but com- 
prehensive and masterly sketch of the state of 
our information respecting Japan previous to 
the sailing of the expedition. It is brimful cf 
interest. Notiiing could be more admirable or 
appropriate. The Narrative itself, though 
simply compiled by Dr. Hawks from the 
abundant and varied materials furnished by 
the manuscript journal and official correspond- 
ence of Commodore Perry, together with trte 
several reports of the officers under his com- 
sand and the j ublic documents connected with 
the Expedilioc, is by no means a mere mechan- 
ical digest or summary of facts, but a living 
and breath. ng story, as fascinating as a ro- 
mance while far more scrupulously exact than 
the exactest history. The strange wealth of 
matexiul has been selected and arranged and 
fused into an organic whole with such consum- 
mate skill as to suggest the impression of a 
complete and finished reproduction in the spirit 
of the original facts, but the compiler assures 
the public in his modest prefatory note that he 
has time ntlbing more than present the bare 
incidents of the Expedition in chronological 
order. 

In doing this, however, be has insensibly 
thiown a charm over the naked procession of 
events ihat shows him to be a most accom- 
plished and genial annalist. In his hands the 
bald detail? of official journals and reports as- 
sume the interest and almost the air ot fiction 
without losing a single quality or shade of 
fact. We should line nothing better than to go 
off into the green and silent country and devour 
th ; s book at delicious leisute as a poet devours 
toe "visible pomp of nature," or as whilom we 
devoured the enchanting adventures of Robin- 
sou Crusoe or the scarcely more real ones of 
Mungo Park or Marco Polo. We can but 
think it a most fortunate thing for Commodore 
Peiry, as well as for the country a large, that 
the rare materials he gathered in the seas of 
"fair Cdtbaj" have been wrought into shape 
by a literary artist at once so modest, so faith- 
ful, tad so skillful as D.\ Havks. The work 
should be read by everybody, and it doubtless 
will bs.

Monument to Sir William Wallace. 
The Scottish heart is just now agitated with a 
movement which strongly appeals to every pa- 
triotic impulse. It is proposed to erect a monu- 
ment to the indomitable hero and lion-hearted 
champion of Caledonia's independence — Sir 
William Wallace. On the last anniversary of 
the battle of Bannockburn, a great meeting was 
held near Stirling, at which measures were 
adopted to secure the necessary funds. The 
summit of the Abbey Craig, an isolated crag 
nearly three hundred feet abo/e the surround 
iog plain, through which several silvery streams 
pursue their winding course, and bordered by 
forests and graceful eminences, has been chosen 
as the suitable site for the mouument, com- 
manding, as it does, one of the most extensive 
and picturesque views in the kingdom. Within 
a radius of a few miles are included the gray 
walls of old Stirling Castle, the battlefields of 
Falkirk and Brannockburn, and the scene of 
the Knight of E'lerlie's greatest victory over 
the Southron— the battle field of Stirling Bridge.

The Convent or Poor Clares, Brussels.— 
The nuns never lie down, but sieep upright. I 
went up a narrow, corkscrew, s'aiicase in'.o 
:heir cells, and saw thesi? exinton inary bed.*; 
ihey consist of a hard cndaliost cylindrical 
mat' ress stuffed with straw, about three feet 
long, at right aigtes, to which is fixed an 
fquallyhard upright paillasse, to support the 
back. There is no pillow, neither are there 
sheets, and only one small thin blanket. A 
basin and ewer ofj water stood on the ground, and 
the sleeping habit hung on a peg behind th* 
door. There was no other furni ure. A small 
window opened on the gardui, and the honey- 
suckle which embowered it gave something of 
a cheerful aspect to the denuded little dormito- 
ry. They arise at half past 4, are only allowed 
five minutes to wash and dress, an i go down to 
chapel, where they pray and meditate till haif 
past 5, when their first mass i.s said; this i? al- 
ways at a fixed boui , and is followed by one and 
sometimes two more. 

After these they remain in chapel till ha'f- 
<r.ast LL Their firs*, meal, which they call din- 
ner, is at half past 12, and consists entirely cf 
herbs, vegetables, rice, eggs, Ac. Butter, 
cheese, milk, and what they call lait battu they 
also ea% but not at maigre seasons. Their se- 
cond and last meal is at 7, arid consists of dry 
bread and the biere cu pays. The sisters do 
everything for themselves— washing, mending, 
sweeping, scouring, Ac The rule of the lay 
sisters is slightly less severe in every particular, 
but even this is ascetic enough to startle most 
secular persons. The sister who showed us 
the mysteries of the house was a very pleasant, 
amiable lockirg woman of about 35 She had 
a peculiarly calm, holy expression of counte- 
nance, and expressed herself perfectly happy 
in the life of which she had made choice, now 
about 15 years since. 

The discipline they observe, she said, was 
bonpour Vame et bon pour le corps aus si. It 
seems they are removed from house to house to 
prevent too great an attachment to one locality. 
She and another lay sister wer« sent, a short 
time ago, ou a mission to England, and this was 
another considerable grievance to hei; but she 
said she kept her trouble to herself, and accept- 
ed it as one of the acts of submission to the 
will of her superior to which her rule bound 
her. The first night they arrived in London, 
when they put up at the hotel, they were shown 
into a room where the beds were, of course, 
horizontal. This was a difficulty which had 
not occurred to them, and they made up their 
minds to adopt the same position as -the rest of 
the world; but no sooner had they tried it than 
they found it impossib'e to sleep; accordingly 
they relinquished the attempt, and took the mat- 
tress en the bedstead, placed it half upright 
against the wall, and had reason to be perfectly 
satisfied with their ingenious expedient. 

Finnish Interiors. 

Important Trial— Congregation for Poli- 
tical Preaching Decided not to be a Religious 
Meeting.. — At a recent Methodist meeting in 
one of the towns in Erie county, in this State 
the preacher undertook to instruct his hearers 
in their duty in the coming election. He de- 
nounced the present National Administration of 
the general government, as well as the Terno- 
cratic and American pa- ties, in the most vio 
lent man-tier, and called upon the voters in the 
congregation to vote for tree speech, free Kan- 
sas, and Fremont. One ot his hearers, an 
American, being somewhat excited, exclaimed: 
"Old fellow, I will bet you ten to five dollars 
there are more Fillmore men present than 
there are of the Negro Worshippers ." The of- 
fer was declined by the preacher, and the per- 
son making the offer was complained of, under 
the Statute, for disturbing a religious meeting. 
T.ie facts being submitted to a jury, they deci- 
ded tnat the meeting was not a religious, but a 
political meeting, and ttie Fillmore man was 
discharged. — Albany Atlas.

The Disaster to the Connecticut — Tbo 
Boston Chronicle gives the following Interest- 
ing particulars concerning the disaster to the 
steamer Connecticut on Friday night, derived 
from an eye-witness: 

The life-preservers, such as they were, were 
in the various cabins and state-rooms. The rush 
for them was awfully frantic. The panels of 
the state-room doors were stove in instantly, 
and one gentleman, in his frenzy, performed the 
same operation on one of the large and expen- 
sive mirrors in the saloon. Many of the life 
preservers were entirely worthless, not being 
able to hold air. To make up this fau t, one 
man was seen standing ready for a plunge with 
four of the leaky appendages attached to his 
person. 

In the search for life preservers in the gentle- 
men's cabin, o- e gentleman was found asleep 
and roused, 'Whatshall I do?' said he. 'Get 
a life preserver on as soon as possible,' was the 
reply. Not being able to find one, or his cloth- 
ing, he rusned on deck with a sheet around him, 
and began to call out, 'For God's sake bring me 
some clothes!' 

Another man was so terrified that the perspi- 
ration rolled from his face and saturated his 
clothing. A fellow-passenger offered him a 
glass of brandy, but h* was too much paralyz- 
ed to swallow it. Numbers of stout young 
men were rushing about in an agony of despair; 
others were praying loudly. 

A company of Irish emigrants were shruk 
iig like wild enimals. One lady, who suppos 
ed that her dress would embarrass her in the 
water, before putticg on her life-preserver, 
stripped herself down to her hooped skirt, 
which she retained as likely to add to her buoy 
ancy. The ladies, as a general thing, were 
perfectly cool and collected. Many of them, 
perfectly resigned to their late, refused to take 
life-preserver-, as likely only to prolorg apain 
ful struggle. On the contrary, one gentleman 
toe k out his v.-allet, which he said contained 
several hundred dollars of money, and offered 
the whole of it for a good lite-preserver. 

New Voters in the Field— TAe Way Citi 
z.ns are Made — Nearly Fifteen Thousand For- 
eigners Naturalized in th s City. — During the 
past six weeks the S ipenor and Common Pleas 
courts have been engaged in the duty of increas- 
ing the number of citizens of the great republic, 
and in lessening, in the same proportion, the 
subjects of foreign princes, potenta'es, and 
powers The work commences about 10 o'clock 
every mcrning : and continues without cessation 
till 3 or 4 in the afternoon, and between those 
hours the ii:te;ior and exterior of the City Hall 
presents an unusually an ma*ed and lively ap- 
pearance. The es-g^rness with which the aspi- 
ring foreigners crowd about the entrances of 
tbe two courts requires the presence of a con- 
siderable force of policemen, who find it a diffi- 
cult mat'er to repress their ardor ar.d impa- 
tience, and to prevent them from rushing unin- 
vited and unbidden into the presence of the 
judges themselves. For six long weeks have 
the courts empowered with the authority for 
naturalisation been besieged in this way, and 
durii g that time about fitteen thousand of 
our foreign-born population have been admit- 
ted to the privileges of citizenship. They come 
from Poughkeepsie and otner places along the 
North river, and Long Island has contributed a 
large DOB bar. in addition to the dwellers in 
New York, who form the great majority of the 
applicants. A f iw — and they are very few — 
apply of their own accord, but the great bulk 
are recruited by tbe Naturalizatim Committees 
of Tammany Hall and the Republican Central 
Club. 'Ihe foimer have taken the Irish under 
their special care, while the Germans, whose 
tendencies are cf a republican character, seem 
to have fallen to tbe charge of the latter. 
Both committees pay the naturalization fees in 
consideration, it is generally understood, of the 
votes wbich their candidates are expected to 
receive in return. Now, as each fee amounts 
to fifty cents, and as there have been about 
fifteen thousand naturalized, the whole amount 
paid mu3t be over seven thousand dollars. 

The greater part of this has been paid, it is 
said, by the Democratic committee, who have 
made five citizens to every three presented by 
the Republicans. Iu the first week or two the 
German applicants preponderated, but they 
have since been left in the minority by the con- 
stantly increasing majority of the Irish. The 
number naturalized m the Court of Common 
Pleas and the Superior Court ex- 
ceeds four hundred per day; during the 
last two days over three hundreu applicants re- 
ceived their papers iu oar Court of Common 
Pleas alone. 

The scenes that take place during the pro- 
cess of naturalization are sometimes of a rath- 
er amusing character. Some time ago the fol- 
lowing occurrence took place in one of our 
courts: Amorg the crowd of applicants was 
an Irishman named O'Brien, who, in his own 
expressive words, was "wauting his papers." 
He was a short, thick-set man, and looRed as if 
he could hahdle a shillelagh in true Hibernian 
style. His witness was a tall, raw-boned son 
of Erin, who, on being placed before tbe Judge, 
was interrogated and answered as follows: 

Judge — What is your name, sii? 

Witness — Patrick O'Dennis, your H.nor. 

Judge — Do you know O'Biien? 

Witness — Yes, sir. 

Judge— How long has he been in this coun- 
try. 

Witness— A little over five years. 
Judge— Is he a man of good moral charac- 
ter? 

Witness (quite bswildered)— Sure, your 
Honor, I don't know what moral character 
manes. 

Judge — Well, sir, I will talk more plainly to 
you. Does O'Brien stand fair before the com- 
munity? 

Witness (completely nonplussed)— By my 
sowl, I don't apprehend your meaning, your 
Honor. 

Judge (rather irn'ated)— I mean to ask you, 
sir, if O'Brien, the person who wants to be a 
dUatOj and for whein you are a witness, is a 
good man or not? 

Witness— Ob! why didn't you ax me that 
way before? To be sure, he is a good man. 
Sure, and I've seen bim in tea fights during the 
last two years, and every time he licked his 
man.

The American steam frigatt Merrimac, 
now lying off Southampton, has crt »ted a sen 
sation in this country — we would k ot b « tar 
wrong in saying that in certain quarter* she has 
produced a panic The aristocracy ani. flun- 
key-hood of Englanu had no idea that the Bo- 
public could produce anything half so formi- 
dable as this truly magnificent vessel. The 
Merrimac is but one of a series which the 
American Government is now building, and, 
though only a frigate, she is admitted to be a 
match for any one of our ships of the line. 
There is not a navy in Eaiope whieh has a 
vessel that can compete with her. 



The Sugar Crof. — The coming crop will 
doubtless be the shortest, in proportion to the 
extent of ground cultivated, that has occurred 
since 1835, when the yield was estimated at 
30,000 hogsheads. There has been a gradual 
changing, for some years past, from the sugar 
culture to that of cotton, for we find by Mr. 
Champomiers's statement, that while in 1852 
there were 1,481 sugar bouses, in 1856 the num- 
ber had been reduced to 1.299, showing a de- 
crease in three years of 182. We also know 
that there has been a further material decrease 
this year, but tbe great falling off in the crop 
is referable to the damage from the remarkable 
continuance of cold and wet weather duiing 
the past wiuter, by which the rattoots or stub- 
bles were almost entirely destroyed, as well as 
much of the plant cane, before or after plant- 
ing. Under these circumstances some planters 
plowed up their fields and planted corn or cot- 
ton, or both, and will have no cane. Others 
will perhaps make enough to replant for an- 
other crop, while some having light soil or well- 
drained lands, and having been favored by sea- 
sonable showers, may approach a fair average. 
Tnese will have an excess of cane beyond their 
requirement for re-plantirg, but whether they 
will sell from their excess to these wantir g 
plants, instead of making sugar, and to what 
extent, we have no means of estimating. At 
all events the crop must be a short oue — doubt- 
less the shortett since 1843 — as the extreme 
estimate named is 125,000 hogsheads, while 
seme mark as lew as 30,000 hogsheads, an 
amount altogether insufficient for the require- 
ments if the West alone, and calling for a large 
import of foreign sugais. In accounting for 
the decline in the production for years past, it 
is probable that it may be in some dagree (pos- 
sibly a very important one) attnbutdble to the 
deterioration of the plant from the partial ex- 
nau^tiou of the peculiar qualities of the soil 
necessary for its sustenance. Should this be 
♦he case, it would be well for planters to sup- 
ply the deficiency, by the application of tbe 
proper manure.. — Hunt's Magazine.
